in Pensacola, Fla. All were notified 
and thosu at a distance started home 
at once.

Of unusual strength of 
character.of a high order of intellect, 
a fine specimen of physical develop* 
ment, trained for six years for both 
army and navy, it is doubtful if any 
young man in his class entered the 
service with brighter prospects.

The North Main street bridge will 
be rebuilt entirely.

The con- 
tract for the bridge was let to The 
Vincennes Bridge Co. for $3,315. 
The masonry contract to The Meach- 
am Construction Co. This branch 
of the work is estimated to cost 
about $1,700.

At the afternoon session short 
speeches were made by several mem- 
bers. It was very easy to under- 
stand thatlthe Society of Equity ia 
cliear of any violence, and any retali- 
ations, such as sneaking out in the 
dark, burning barns and scraping 
plant beds. And we feel safe in 
saying that the active members of 
this society should be let alone. We 
were raised up to meet men face to 
face. This tobacco will be sold on 
open market, prized and warehoused 
separate and independent of any 
other tobacco.
